which argues well fjr tho now adminis- 
tration and will go far towards onliating 
tho Bjnapathies oi tho people and giving 
the ..new Governor a fair start, In ehort, 
'HrTrutph has taken tho moat likely 
meaD^ ttf break down any I'agoriog pre- 
jbdice that may still attach to him aa a 
promtnent member of a goteroment 
which, from its oonstitational nature, 
could not but be nnpopular with the 
great body of the people: Tarningj to 
lbs paper itself we find maoh that' is 
doserving of thoughtful persnal. He 
tells UB plainly that ho aooeplod oOlce 
with relttotanoe and misgiving, but more 
from a soaao of duty than from iuoliiia- 
tion or sell intorost. Nor oan tho sin- 
cerity of the Btatemont- be doubted, for 
Ic o.tn ba do socrot that within tho range 
of Mr Trutch'a reaponablo expectations, 
if not within hia absolute grasp, lay 
posiliona proscniing leas harrossing re- 
Bponaibility and promising very much 
more eubBianlial reward, la view of 
those and other circamstancos ho was 
entitled, iu accepting the appoinlmerjl, 
to hopo that each one of tho community 
would be prepared to pnt aside all raul 
issaes and join with him iu his ondea- 
vours to promote tbe best intereeta of 
the Pro?iDce---a hops in which all rlght- 
thiDkingmen mnet share ; and it is well 
■aid that however moch of good the 
terms upon which union has been 
formed ruay promise, tho larger atlain- 
mecl cf beneficial results must bo con- 
tingent upon ,.tbe people tbemselvoB 
putting their shoulder to the wheel in 
one united and patrioiic effort to 
place our country in its true position. 
AmoDgat the immediate roiulta of union 
he vetyjually regards eolf-govornraoiu 
as the most important ; and although 
io another capacity be did not favor tbo 
Immediate establishment of that form of 
government in British Colombia, l o 
honestly expreaaes a dotermiualion to 
"givo ibo fullofit effect within the limitf 
of our Constitntiou to tho will of ilio 
people as cxpreesed by their renrcontu- 
ti»CB,'' and he very properly enjoins 
upon the people tbo duty of eoekirg to 
ensure the lull benefits of tho now sys- 
tem by realizing tho roaponsibility 
which the privilege of aolf-gjvernmont 
" entails in tho soleciion ot those who 
are to be in future tho real rulcra of tbo 
interoai affairs of this country." It Mr 
Tiotoh has hesitated as to the propriety 
of tho immediate cstablisbmotit of self- 
governmenl in this P/Oviiico, these 
words imply that he hoa not bot n slow 
to grasp thu true spirit ot .ho Hjstem, 
and tbey load us to confidently oxpeei 
that ho will oooataotly bring that spirit 
to the work of administration. There 
is just one passage in the whole papt r 
respeolicg tbe wisdom of wbioh iboru 
appears to us to be room for differonco 
of opinion. Wo ullodo to that in which 
ho aDUOunccB tho inioiitiou of taking 
mainly upon hiraaoif the respoasibility 
of carrying on tbe goveriiment till ufior 
tbeeleotiooei We cannot say ibut the 
decision 'come to on this point bus sur- 
priaed ni ; nor are we prepared to pro 
uounce ugainsl it. Tho didicuilioa prt - 
BCQted ill me way of adopting thuoihtr 
course uro undeniable and have been 
well put ; but it occurs to US that tlio 
difflooltieS'Wbioh besot llie eourflo up|)iit- 
ently adopted ore of a huII .noro Hoiiou^ 
nature. According lo Lhu Aol the uioe^ 
tieus cuuiiot bo hild butoro October, 
and it doea not appear to us that the 
Writs from lhu more remote Districts 
could well bo made returnable boiore tbo 
fitstol lioveoiber. Suppose tbo House to 
be called together on the lat De?ember,a 
Ministry formed, and the llouso pro- 
rogued, aay, six weeks or two moullia in 
order that Mininisteru moy sock ro- 
oleclion, it would bo tho l-ii of Februrury 
before tho House could bo goi together 
for dispatch of buaine^s ; mid oven lliun, 
It will bo observed that tho Mmiutry 
must meet tho liouae in a gioriouii biutu 
of unreadiness. liero will bo nearly il 
not quite ais. months during which tbe 
funoiiona of tho now constitution would 
lomain dormant., und the whole public 
machinery either rusting or else run, in 
B way and by a power wholly unknown 
to tho otinatiiution. Mr 'fru'.oh buH a 
perfect right to claim and o.xpoci favor- 
able and lenient coiisidtrutiun Iroiu lb J 
people whilst hu tiikoa tho ijoisoniil ru- 
spoDsibiliiy of running luuchiuery whiuli 
tbe ooofllitatjon • coniemplaies be ,will 
have the aBBiatatooe oi ' fi^e reepooslble 
Kiniateri^ in raiinlog,.for : it mast be 
obViPM (hat Bach a aetornunatloD would 



bo eminently unsclSsh, tho result of a 
aiern aenso of duty; but it is by no 
menna certain that public opinion will 
quilo jus'.ify tho nsaumption of so mnch 
repponsiblilj. It might, indeed; have 
appeared- to^be a prcsamptioQ on tho 
part of tho GoTcrrior " to anlioipaie 
tbe votes of the people of British Colum- 
bia by naming any ono individual as 
posssst^ing their confidence beyond cthort)' 
but did it notoecur to the mind of tho 
Governor that bo was getting bravely 
over the same difficulty iu the immediate 
appointment of an Attorney Qonorul ? 
\Vu mrty bo told that it would be im- 
possible to got on without fucb an offi- 
cer. Granted ; yet tho coualitulional 
difticuliy is prociaoly tho eamo, whether 
tho oppointmont bo that jjltorney Gen- 
oral or Obiel Oommiasiooer. After all, 
wo opine the objections to the formation 
of a Cabinot m antioipalion of tho 
elceliooa would concern individual mem- 
bers of that) Cabinoli far more than 
aby other party. There is thii lo bo said 
in favor of the immediate formaiion ot a Ca- 
binet aaiei tbe new Oor»lilo»ioD^ that 
while thu Governor would in the meao- 
timo have the bentfil ot fbo advice of 'five 
men preeumnbly p^FBPBsiDH tbo conOdenoe 
of the pt'ople, and wbo would ba called 
upon ut ttie very eurliest oppoitnoity lo ob- 
tain the coostitaiionul enJoisament of public 
opinion, the Minisiry could mosnwhila ma. 
lure its policy and meet the oew Honso with 
ovetyibiiis' in a condiiion of raadiaess to 
pioceu'd with ibe public baainesB, tbUB avoid- 
itii^ live or liireu nioiiths' fuithur lo!>s of lima. 
^Vhile lully oi.'iifciuua, wn iruflt, of ibe difTi' 
cul ios with wbicli liolh courses are beset, 
wn oaoDOt help thinkiiif^ that tho weight ol 
objection lies Bga'insi the one wbich iho Mos- 
saye indicates an inclination on Ibo part of 
the Governor to ndopti What Iho public 
would dtsiro 10 eoo avuideil, il possible, \e 
tix months' d'.luy in -L'-iing in moiioo Ibo 
new maehiusry.

TUB BMIB IMUIHBXT. 



A lottor from Taskend, dated 26lh of April, 
in Iho Russian Kxchange Oazcile, says lliat 
llio ftccQuiita which iirrive tliero from IJokbara 
uro of a very tthiriuiug kind. Tho peopio are 
in Bucb aa exciicd alato ihat a revolution 
against the Emir is repariled a3 iniraineat. Al 
tbo head of tUo malcoiiteiila Hro Ibu MohaujH 
medaa clfrgy, and their chief grevinnco is tbe 
friendly polioj ot tbe Emir toward Rasiia. Tliii 
oatDrally seems very unrcasouablo to the cor- 
reapondea of (bo Ezcbaoge GazeUe, "tiince tbe 
first appearance," be says, " ot Rdssian pickets 
on ibe territory of Turkestan, a new epoch of 
sociul lifo hivi duivaed on tbe natives of Cen 
tnil Asiii— HQ epoch of order, of the rc3tor»lion 
of the righla o( liuraiiuily, of spiritual progrens 
and of a nidicnl roiorm of their barbarous 
niodo of living. la thu biiltlo at Irdtcharn, 
(on the 18ih ol May, ISGu,) tbo Ilussiau bombi 
shattered the giiianiie army of Bokhara^ and 
on tbe let of Mny, ISGS, Samarcand— ' lhu 
orown of tbe world, tbe beauty of light '—(ell 
into the band of the iulidels. Theee deciiive 
blows taught the Bokbarian aorernmeut the 
atreaglh of Ruseio, who, with a handful of 
men aoAttered' onmberless Mobsmmed hordes, 
and with COO bByonets t'oolcTaslikend, a town 
of 100.000 inhabitants ; It understood the poii- 
tion, and has Striven ever smce to avoid nnj 
hoaulo collision with its dreaded neighbors. 
Unfortunately ibrro exists a stronf? party in 
Bokhara which still refuses to submit tamely 
to Russian dictation, aud is thereby precipi- 
tating tho moment when tho proud, arrogant 
Uokhnra— ' tbo liKht of tho wisdom of the 
East ' — will be broufjti' down lo tho jimo 
level as Kohhand, viz": That of a vassal of 
Raasia." Tbe conseiiuence ol this unsettled 
stnto airairs will probably be, contiues the cor- 
respondent, Iho puatponement of the expedi- 
tion npainst Khiva (which appears to' have 
now taken place, according to the. telegr»m 
from .Si I'otersburg of last week.) " It ivoulJ 
be folly to leave in our rear a hostile people, 
readv to lake u|> arms against us. Tho dcs. 
irucliou of the delachmenls in lhu slepinB ol 
lhu Amou-Ditrya would in such a case bo iu- 
evilablo. The Goverurnont has, tberefore| no 
aliernaiivo but to repulaia alfairs in Bokhara 
(lie) and that proceed lurther."
